The mine in which the disaster oc- 


curred is known as the "flat top" mine, and is 
situated in the northeast portion of Tazwell 
county. The company working the mine is 
known as the Southwest Virginia Improvement 
company, but tha mines were really under the 
control of the Norfolk & Western railroad com- 
pany, and have been in active operation bnt 
little over a year. From five to six hundred 
hands were employed and large quantities of 
coal were being taken out.

A Washington correspondent, who has 


been making study of political economy, 
sends the Bismarck Tribune the following 
letter, in which he advances some new 
ideas regarding national and" state legis- 
lation. His article is worthy of careful 
perusal. He says: 


"There is a rumor afloat that Dakota is toon 


to be admitted aa one of the states of this great 
and glorious union. 
Good—tht sooner the 


better. What now seems to tax the brains of 
the Dakotaians is an appropriate and satisfactory 
name. To secure a general acquiescence in the 
selection of a name for the first offspring, a 
newspaper, a town, county or a state, is a ques- 
tion that often leads to a good deal of discus- 
sion and difference of opinion. A few years 
ago, sis-Washingtonians, with a capital of $10,- 
000, organized themselves into a ''publishing 
company," f >r the purpose of issuing a small 
daily, and the firm found it a trure difficuit^tiak 
to agree on a name for tbe paper than to raise 
the capital invested. Finally, after many diiys 
of suggestions and disputes, the editor-in chief 
was delegated to christen the new publication, 
and he called it the "Leader." It proved a very 
appropriate, as well as significant name, for in 
less than two months it ltd the entire firm into 
bankruptcy. 


Bat why not continue the present territorial 


cognomen?i The'State of Dakota'sounds well, 
tbe three words join smoothly together, and 
are quite romantic. 


Having agreed upon a name, the next thing in 


order is to agree upon a plan of organization. 
The custom that has prevailed for a century in 
organizing a ntate, framing a constitution, and 
adopting codes of laws, is a very simple one. 
The uniform practice has been to copy a certain 
amount from tbe federal government, thea take 
enough mure from the constitution of one of the 
old states, and adopt this borrowed material as a 
true standard of statesmanship. Having in this 
way got the 'wheels of stat ' in the old* political 
rut, which by long and constant use has been 
worn down to the very hub of political indiffer 
ence and indolence, the work of organizing a 
state government has been accomplished. 


Now the question arises, how long will this 


degiading system of copying and borrowing the 
old fossil codes and ideas Irom the ol^er states 
continue? When will that grand and eventful 
period arrive when the people of a territory will 
rely on its native talent, and be governed by the 
dictates of common eense,ratber than mimic and 
adopt the absurd custom of a defunct age, and 


the neighboring states?

double system of legislation—a senate and a 
house—that that is the best and only reliable 
mode of government; and >hat Dakota mast 
follow suit. If it can be demonstrated that .me 
legislative body, composed of tbe most worthy 
men of a state will do more and better work in 
one half the time, and at one-half the cost.cam- 
mon sense would dictate that Dakota should give 
that system a fair trial. If a few years' experi- 
ence proves that, this new theory ia not practical, 
it would be an easy matter to change to the old 
system: but a constitution that creates a double 
plan of legislation, that mode becomes a fixture 
forever; nnchangable as the laws of tbe Mattes 
and Persians. "Aa ounce oE prevention is worth 
a pound of cure." To change from a duplicate 
to a single legislative body would require the 
consent of both houses, and politicians boldi ng 
places <f honor and trust may die, but never 
resign. 


Some of th'> c mnties of the state of New 


York have double and treble the population, 
business and wealth of the state of Nevada, and 
each county has its "board of snpeiviaors," a 
very important legislative body. A more admir- 
able and satisfactory system of legislation can- 
not be found in this country or any other, than 
the New York boards of supervisors, united in 
one body and tae sole managers of c unty nf- 
f aiiB. It is within bounds to gay that a board 
of supe rvisore made up of the best intellectual 
and political material of aconnty, will do m.ire 
good work in three weeks than "a city board of 
aldermen and common council will do in three 
months! In the first caae it is all harmony and 
steady i fork; in the second, jealousy of each 
others' ri.'hta and dignity, disagreement on the 
most tr: fling affairs, dilatory in action, in short 
as a bocy, are looked upon with more contem pt 
than respect by the business and tax-paying citi-

If the founder i of this republic instead of cre- 


ating a senate, hi id adopted the plan to elect one 
member at large from each state to be desig- 
nated and known as a "national committee," 
yet apart of the house, to perform the functions

ties, approve or rej ect presidential appointments, 
tbe supreme tribunal for the trial of impeach- 
ment cases; in short, perform all the duties of a 
senate, it would have been a great blessing to 
the country.

prince of "cranks;" and twenty years after that 
event, Fulton was subjected to the same kind of 
ridicule and abuse; what then must be the fate 
of an humble individual like myself advocating 
opinions on legislation and political economy 
contrary to the wisdom, profound learning and 
statemanship of a great republic.1

Dakota Fuel. 


In giving eastern people an idea of the advan- 


tages offered by Dakota, we nave no disposition 
to mislead them. We are free to admit there- 
fore, that disadvantages exist. Among these, 
we cannot overlook the fact of the scarcity of 
wood, and the consequent fact ttwt fuel is dear. 
Hard coal _is generally about $13.00 per ton, 
but sometimes a little lower, and sometimes a 
little higher; soft coal, from $7 to $9; and wood 
from $6 to $9—Dakota Outlook, Xankton 
D.T. 


The above is true of all south Dakota and of 


most parts of north Dakota but a decided ex- 
ception must he made in favor of the Bismarck 
land district in portions of which an abundance 
of native coal is found. 


The emigrant seaking a new prairie home 


cannot over-estimate the importance 6f tbe fuel 
question. One-bundrc d and sixty acress in this 
vacinity where good coal can be mined or 
where it can be bought for $3.60 a ton, are worth 
twice as much as the rame quality of land in 
central, southern or eastern Dakota, where coal 
is not found and where other fuel is exceedingly 
Scarce. It is a well known fact that in the im- 
mediate vacinity of Bismarck and west of tbe 
river several coal mines are being profitably 
worked and new ones discovered almost every 
lay. The report of the commissioner of the 
land office for the year 1883 shows that the 
Bismarck land office is the only one in the 
United States where entries of coal land were 
made. The agricultural tend in this district is 
mostly gently rolling 
prairie 
with 
many 


streams of living water tributary to the Missonr 
river, and in this district there may be found 
the best agricultural and grazing 1 jid remain- 
ing in the unoccupied public domain. Good 
tatter, cheap and inexhaustible fuel and rich 
lands are the inheritance that the Bismarck 
land district offers tbe home seeker. No other 
land district iu the United States can offer the 
three inducements of good land, good water and 
good coal. Tbe home seeker should think of 
this.

The danger will be 
confined btrictly to the telegraph wires, 
and no one who has contemplated coming 
to Dakota to settle need feel the least 
alarm. It may be wise to jump off the 
train and walk around Fargo, but even 
this precaution would be laughed at by 
old settlers.

W"AT PROMPTED GtHTEAT;. 


Wm. A. Cook.was examined by the Springer 


committe today. He said that shortly after he 
was appointed special counsel in the star route 
cases, he bad an interview with President Gar- 
field, who told the witness that the cases in 
volved many who had been his special Iriends, 
and he wanted a thorough investigation, irre- 
epec'ive of persons. 
The witness also had an 


interview with President Garne'd and the post- 
master general on Wednesday evening before 
the president was assassinated. Before leaving, 
he said to the president that he should be care- 
ful in his movements as a bitterness nad arisen 
between th&aalwarts and half breeds, and 
there were cases of extreme feelings. 
I said at 


that time that there might be a resort to vio- 
lence. Such was the impression then on my 
mind, and my suggestion for a moment touched 
the president, but he responded that there was 
no danger. The bitternf ss of feeling was so 
strong that I would not have been surprised had 
it carried itself against the postmaster general 
and attorney geneial. I don't think I used at 
that interview the language recently placed in 
my lips by Mr. James, but stated in substatace 
what I have given you. The witness strongly 
desired to have an investigation pursued that 
would show whether Gniteau had accomplices or 
not. but nothing came of it. The witness was 
of the opinion that the shooting of the president 
was not the individual action of Gniteau. This 
he said was in harmony with what he suggested 
to the president in connection with the bitter- 
ness between the stalwarts and half-breeds.

SHOETAGE IN COBN AND WHEAT 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—The report of the 


consumption and distribution of corn and wheat 
in the United States fr >m the department of ag- 
riculture on the hrat of March will show that 
about 67 per cent, of the corn crop has gone 
into consumption, leaving 33 per cent, still re- 
maining on hand, against 36 per cent, of the 
crop of 1882 on band on the first of March 1883. 
This shows a reduction of about seventy million 
bushels in Michigan. Wisconsin and Minnesota 
where the stock is but nine million bushels 
against twenty-four million last March. In the 
belt including Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Iowa 
producing 558 million bushels, the stock is only 
152 million bushels, which is less by thirty-four 
million bushels than the stock on the first of 
March 1883. The wheat of 1883 remaining on 
hand is returned as 119 million bushels or 28 
pet ceni. of the crop. On the first of March 
1883 the quantity on hand aggregated 143 mil- 
lion bushels.
